WASHINGTON LETTER

“Hoisted with its owa pe-
turd” is theinseription which

Senate. sFor three weeks the
Senate debated ‘the arbitra-
tion treaties submmitted by
the Peesident implied a viola
tion'of the constitution and
amended them in accordanve
with the ideas of the constis
tutional lawyersol the upper
vhamber, despite the urgent
insistence of the Piesident
that the troaties be approv
ed without change. Opinions
differ as to the merita of the
vontroversy which inyalyed
a question of constitutional
law too abstruce, perhapsfor
the uyerage ¢itizen to decide,
but while the Senate wus en-
gazed in removing the mote
from the Presidential eve it
lailed to-see the beam in its
own,

Inadyertantly, no doubt,
but not thelese eertaiuly, the
Senate itseli perpetrated an
unquestionahle violatlon of
the ¢onstitutionwhenitadop
ted the Hansbrongh amend-
ment to the agricultural aps
proriation bill, introducting
the Secretary of the I'reasu-
ry not to apply the draw-
back provision of the Ding-
ley act to flourmadein whole
or in part ofimported wheat,
